Social  Conditions.  Since  the  formation  of  the  Urban  District  in 
1899,  the  character  of  the  area  has  changed  from  that  of  a small 
market  to\m  to  that  of  a modern  residential  district,  and  a Health 
and  Holiday  resort  of  high  class,  for  which  its  situation  and 
natural  beauty  of  surroundings  well  fit  it.  The  general  social 
conditions  are  good.  The  development  of  the  District  has  at  no 
tim.e  proceeded  so  rapidly  as  to  outrun  the  powers  of  the  Council 
to  provide  the  necessary  health  and  other  public  services.  There 
are  no  manufactui’ing  industries  in  the  District. 

bhder  the  Salop  Review  Order  the  District  in  1934-  v/as 
increased  in  area 5 from.  978  to  6089  acres.  Most  of  the  added  area 
is  uncultivated  and  uninhabited  moorland,  and  the  change  has  the 
great  advantage  of  bringing  the  gathering  ^ound  of  the  upland  water 
supply  v/ithin  the  Council's  area,  as  also  the  Sewage  Disposal  works. 
The  number  of  houses  was  increased  by  some  192,  from  496  to 
648,  and  the  population  by  some  989  persons,  due  mainlj/-  to  the 
inclusion  of  the  villages  of  All  Stretton  and  Little  Stretton,  the 
outlying  parts  of  the  added  area  being  very  sparsely  populated. 

The  Carding  Mill  Valley,  the  chief  place  of  resort  for  day 
visitors,  is  also  now  brought  v/ithin  the  Council’s  area.

d^ffer’cnce.  in  age  and  sex  distribution  in  a District,  from  that  of 
Se'CoSnt-v  as  a whole.  The  District  is  one  with  a considerable 
nronortion  of  elderly  residents,  and  this  fact  allows  for  ^marked 
reduction  of  the  crude  rate.  For  the  past  5 
average  cor^rected  death  rate  has  been  11  .6  per  1,000  of  the 
PopuStion,  a figure  which  is  a little  below  that  of  the  Country 
as  a V'hole.

The  District  has  a low  and  consistently  favourable  infant 
death  rate,  the  district's  low  average  rate  has  been  a testimony 
to  the  very  good  work  done  by  the  local  Child  Welfare  Centre  and 
to  the  Health  Visiting  System  of  the  County  Council.

GENKRAL  PROVISION  OF  IDSALTH  SERVICES  IH  THE  AREA . 


As  regards  the  following  matters,  no  change  has  occurred 
during  the  year  in  the  arrangements  detailed  in  my  Annual  Reports 
for  1930  and  1933 » 

If  urging  in  the  home . Laboratory  facilities « Legislation  in  force. 
Hospitals , Ambulance  facilities.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres . 

Isolation  Hospital.  In  the  absence  of  any  material 
progress  in  the  Scheme  for  provision  of  a County  Hospital,  the 
Council  continues  its  arrangement  for  admission  of  urgent  cases 
of  infectious  disease  to  the  Shrewsbury  fc  Atcham  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital,  by  payment. 

Ambulance . The  Council  has  no  Anibulance,  the  District 
being  served  by  the  Motor  Ambulances  of  the  County  Council  which 
are  stationed  at  Shrewsbury  and  are  available  for  ordinary,  or 
infectious,  cases.  The  general  scheme  is  described  on  pa,ge  55 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer's  Annual  Report  for  1937»  The 
Urban  District  lies  within  an  area  between  11  and  16  md.les  from 
Shrewsbury  and,  v/ith  its  small  xjopulation,  appears  to  be 
adequately  served  for  its  ordinary  needs. 

SAILCTARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Vfater  Supply.  The  Surveyor  reports 

"Three  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  were  connected 
to  public  v/ater  supplies." 

"No  shortage  of  water  v/as  experienced  during  the  year. 

The  v/ater  level  at  New  Pool  Hollow  Reservoir  v;as  belov; 
overflow  cill  from  8th  April  until  3^U  June,  attaining 
a maximum  of  2'  4"  below  on  27th  May,  during  which  period 
the  supply  at  Tovm  Brook  Hollow  was  made  use  of  up  to 
the  capacity  of  the  smll  gravity  sand  filter  existing 
in  connection  with  this  supply." 


Rainfall. 

"The  total  rainfall  for  the  year ,_  as  recorded  at  the 
3ev/age  Disposs-l  V/orks , was  30  .51  inches.  There  were 
206  days  'With  .01  or  more  recorded,  and  134  with  .04 
or  more  recorded.  April  v/as  the  dryest  month  with  a 
total  fall  of  0 .21  inches,  and  November  was  the 
'wettest  month  with  a total  fall  of  5 *43  inches. 

The  greatest  fall  in  24  hours  occurred  on  25th 
November  and  amounted  to  1 .35  inches." 

The  rainfall  v/as  nea'rly  6 inches  belov/  the  station's 
annual  a'x/erago. 
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Having  regard  to  the  severe  drought  experienced  throughout 
Februaryj  March,  April  and  the  greater  part  of  Mciy,  the  maintenance 
of  a full  supply  proved  the  value  of  having  the  large  reservoir 
storage  capacity  of  some  nine  million  gallons « 

This  large  stoi*age,  together  with  the  uncultivated  and 
uninhabited  character  of  the  upland  gathering  groimd,  is  a potential 
protection  against  risk  of  human  specific  contamination. 

Experience  shows  that,  especially  after  heavy  downpours,  vegetable 
and  mineral  detritus  is  washed  into  the  reservoir  in  quantity 
sufficient  at  times  to  discolour  the  body  of  water  and  to  pass  into 
the  mains  and  domestic  services  and  lead  to  complaint.  The 
question  of  filtration  has  been  considered  by  the  Council  from 
time  to  time  but  is  at  present  deferred,  but  recognised  as  being 
desirable.  It  should  be  recognised  that  besides  adding  a further 
safeguard  against  pollution  by  excreta  of  the  animals  of  the 
upland,  filtration  would,  by  keeping  out  all  vegetable  and  mineral 
matter,  as  well  as  the  animal  life  natural  in  a reservoir,  prolong 
the  effective  life  and  capacity  of  the  water  mains.  In  this 
connection  the  Surveyor  reports s- 

"Renewal  of  v/ater  mains,  to  the  extent  of  1,763  yards, 
was  carried  out  in  Watling  Street  (South)  and  Sandford 
Avenue,  Asbestos-cement  pressure  pipes  of  4-inch 
internal  diameter  were  used  to  replace  3-'inch  cast  iron 
...  pipes  which  had  become  badly  incrusted  internally," 

All  Stretton  Water  Supply,  Following  upon  my  recommendations  in 
the  last  Annual  Report,  the  Council  made  representations  to  the 
local  Water  Company,  who  gave  them  full  consideration,  and  engaged 
an  Engineer  to  examine  and  report  upon  the  steps  necessary  to 
improve  the  methods  of  collection  and  distribution.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  no  decision  had  been  reached, 

A sample  from  the 
in  November,  The  report 
showed  a moderate  'total  count’  of  bacteria,  and  an  approximate 
number  of  3 coli-aerogenes  bacilli  per  100  c.c.  These  v;ere 
considered  to  be  of  vegetable  origin  and  not  to  indicate  faecal 
contamination.  The  v;ater  could  be  considered  safe  for  drinking 
purposes.  These  findings  are  in  support  of  filtration  as  a 
desirable  measure  of  safe-guard. 

All  Stretton.  Sam.ples  were  sent  for  analysis  in  February  and 
November,  The  report  on  the  former  showed  a 'total  count'  and 
approximate  number  of  coli-aerogenes  bacilli,  in  excess  of  a good 
standard,  but  v/ithout  evidence  of  pollution  by  haman  sewage.  The 
November  sample',  v/hile  shov/ing  a lower  'total  count',  v/as  reported 
as  indicating  some  animal  or  m.anurial  conta'mination , The  Water 
Company  has  now  improved  the  method  of  collection  by  excluding  from 
the  storage  reservoir  excess  of  water  in  times  of  heavy  flov\r  or 
flood.  The  Council  has  directed  that  analysis  shall  be  made  at 
half-yearly  intervals  in  the  case  of  the  New  Pool  Hollov;-  supply 
and  quarterly  in  the  case  of  the  All  Stretton  supply. 


Council's  mains  v/as  submitted  for  analysis 


The  Surveyor  reports ;- 


"Of  the  three  new  hoiases  erected  during  the  year  two 
were  connected  to  the  public  sewers,  and  one,  in  the  All  Stfetton 
V.'ard  was  drained  to  a cess-pit.  There  v/as  no  connection  of  old 
houses  to  the  public  sev/ers,  but  other  improvements  of  private 
house  drainage  systems  were  effected  in  four  cases." 


'sewerage 


"The  Council  has  under  consideration  the  question  of 
sewering  the  villages  of  All  Stretton  and  Little 
Stretton,  and  of  modernising  the  existing  disposal 
works  dealing  with  the  sewage  from  Cimrch  Stretton, 
Major  Waters,  Consulting  Civil  Engineer,  of 
Birmingham,  has  be^^n  instructed  to  furnish  a report 
and  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost," 
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In  this  connection  a special  inspection  of  the  drainage 
and  general  sanitary  arrangements  within  the  All  Stretton  Ward, 
including  two  houses  in  the  Cai'ding  Mill  Valley  and  within  the 
Little  Stretton  Ward,  v/as  made  during  the  year  by  the  Surveyor.

Although  the  porous  gravel  sub-soil  appears  to  have 
absorbed  the  sov/age  indefinitely,  and  any  evidence  of  nuisance  is 
exceptional,  the  survey  has  shovm  clearly  the  desirability  of  a 
systemi  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 

3 tr earns . Pollution  of  the  brook  at  All  Stretton  is  indicated  above, 

and  some  pollution  also  occurs  at  times  of  the  brook  in  Carding 
Mill  Valley,  due  to  overflow  of  cess-pits.  In  both  cases  the 
question  of  providing  sewers  is  under  consideration. 

Public  Clecjising.  This  is  described  by  the  Surveyor  as  follows 

"Disposal  of  house  refuse  is  by  tipping  on  the  lower  lying 
portion  of  a field  adjoining  the  sewage  disposal  v/orks 
and  owned  by  the  Couacil. 

The  tip  is  well  removed  from  dwelling  houses  and  work- 
places, and  is  fairly  well  screened  from  observation 
by  those  using  the  roads  and  railway  in  the  neighbourhood. 
A rough  form  of  incinerator  is  used  for  destroying  waste 
paper  and  the  like,  and  the  remainder  of  the  refuse  is 
dee-lt  7/ith  on  controlled  tipping  lines. 

Weekly  collections  are  made,  and  direct  labour  is  employed 
both  on  the  v/ork  of  collection  and  on  the  v/ork  necessary 
at  the  tip. 

A contract  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Salop  County 
Council  for  the  dOvStruction  of  rats  on  and  about  the  tip 
and  the  v/ork  done  in  this  direction  has  been  very 
satisfactory. 
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for  its  satisfactory  disposal,” 


Water  carriage  is  practically  complete 
in  the  town  and  sov/erod  area.  No  conversion  of  pail  closets  or 
privies  were  made  during  the  year  in  the  un.sev/orod  areas.
